Lord Klmberley Demauds Iuforma 
tion as to Sinking- of a 
• British Steamer. 



Chinese Troops Massing in Korea- 
Opinions of 'British and Con- 
tinental Press. 



London, July 31.— The manager of the 
Indo-Chinese Steam Navigation Company 
which owned tho steamer Kow Shung, 
stated that there is no room for doubt that 
that vessel was in evory roBpeot a British 
steamer, though she was in tho Chinese Gov- 
ernment service. She was named by Brit- 
ish officers and carried the British 
fhg. Besides hor English oaptain 
the Kow Shung had four British oilicors, 
throo of them engineers. Tho managers of 
tho company say that the action of the Jap- 
anese in at lacking tho vessel waa most ex- 
traordinary, Beeing that their own 
government was at the time ne- 
gotiating for tho charter of stoamcrs. 
On tho other hand, the Japuneso authorities 
claim that tho flying of tho liritinh flag by 
tho Kow Shung waa rogardod by tho Japan- 
oBe officers as a ruse de guerre. They olaim 
that tho fullest and most important details 
of tho affair ought to bo known in advauco 
of any condemnation of tho act. 

Lord Kimberley, Secretary of Foreign 
Affaira, has telegraphed to tho British con- 
sul at Tiontain for a detailed roport of tho 
sinking oi tho Kow Shung. Tho govern- 
ment will probably aBk the French govern- 
ment to got the commander of tho French 
gunboat Lion to report on the affair. 

The officials of tho Japanese ombaBBy 
hore havo telegraphed to Tokio for an ex- 
planation of the Chinese ohurgea that an 
unresisting transport waB blown up. 
Tho Chineso embaBBy here has re- 
coivod no confirmation of a naval 
engagement on tho riOth instant.

The Central News aayB that tho alleged 
ctlicial statement of the Japanoao govern- 
ment regarding the differences which led to 
tho rupture with Ohina is merely a state- 
ment emanating from the Japanese ombaBBy 
in London. 

LONDON, July 31. — The owners of the 
troop Bhip Kow Shung Bay tho report that 
tho vesaol was flying the British flag when 
snnk, has not been confirmed, but they be- 
lieve it is highly probable, since she was an 
English vessel. Tho presence of General 
Von Hanneken on the Kow Shung was tho 
incentivo for the attaok, as it was believed 
that officer waa on his way to take com- 
mand of the Chinese forces in Korea. 

Following is tho latest Chinese version of 
the sinking of the troopship Kow Shung : 
The Japanese cruiser sent a boat alongside 
tho transport with a prize crew to convey 
her to Japan. Capt. Galsworthy, an Eng- 
lishman, refused to oboy the order, and tho 
Japanese withdrew. Tho oruisor then 
oponod fire, using machine guns mounted on 
the tops of the Japanese ship. The fire 
soon cleared the Kow Shung's decks. The 
cruiser then discharged two torpedoes at 
the transport, sinking her and drowning 
nearly all, 2,000 souls, on board. Col. von 
Honnokon, a German, formerly the viceroy'o 
aide-de-camp, and other foreign officers 
woro among thoBe killed by tho fire before 
tho torpodoos were discharged. According 
to tho ropnrts received hero, two German 
passengers, who woro on their way to Korea 
to settle up their business atTaira before war 
was begun, succeeded in swimming to the 
Japanese cruiBer, but in tpito of their 
appeals they wore Bhot. Tho Chineao who 
swam to tho cruiBer shared the same fato. 
A French warship, the Lion, rescued some 
unfortunato Chineao soldiorB, but all the 
foreigners are reportod to have been killed. 
The Japaneao are said to havo behaved with 
utter disregard for tho lawa of civilized 
warfaro. 

Tho Chinese warship Tsao-kahn, which 
waB captured by a JapanoBO warship off tho 
coaat of Round Island, is a vessel of an 
obsoloto modei, and was equipped pcorly 
for fighting. Although completely out- 
matched by the Japanese cruiser, tho troop 
ship offered somo resistance and loat fully a 
hundred men killed before sho yielded. 
Sho was entirely disabled when tho Japan- 
eao boarded her. Tho announcement that 
the rest of the Chineao tranpporta arrived 
safely at Korea and landed their men ia con- 
firmed. On the 27th tho Japaneao fuailadod 
heavily those who had landed on the 'JO.h 
at Vuchan. Tho Japanese ollicera hoped 
thus to prevent tho junction of tho ChineBe 
with the Koreans near Seoul. Whether 
thoy accomplished their object it is not 
known. 

It ia Btaeod that tho owners of tho trans- 
port Kow Shung havo demanded datnagCB 
from Japan through the English foreign 
office for tho sinking of that voeael. On the 
y following tho right between the Chinese 
und Japanoao shipa, a Japaneao cruiser on- 
countered a Chineao ironolad in Prince 
Jerome gulf. Tho Chineao claim that their 
vesaol wus victorious, and that tho JapuneBo 
cruiBer was taken off by hor consort in a 
crippled condition. 

The English merchants who havo dealings 
with tho Chinese evidently do not intend to 
allow tho eommoncoment of hostilities bo 
tween China and Japan to paaa without 
trying to make tho moat of this opportunity 
of increaaing thoir bank accounts. London 
firms alone during tho last fortnight havo 
offered China several bargains in torpedo 
boatB, and thoy have also proposed that tho 
Poking government ohall purchase a number 
of faot English Steamers, which oan readily 
be converted into oruisors. In addition, 
English merchants havo offered China nearly 
a thousand guns of all sizes and makes, aB 
well aB a fresh lot of 1,000 Mannlioher riflos, 
with almost any amount of cartridges. 
Whon theso offora woro first mado tho 
Chinese government took no notico of thorn, 
but Bubaequontly sevoral of these enterpris- 
ing English firms have received communica- 
tions from China saying that rapid delivery 
will bo tho conditions of tho sale. The 
quotations of Chinese and Japanoao oecuri- 
ties on exchange do not show even a frac- 
tional difference from tho normal ligureB, 
Tho Daily Nowa says : " It is certain 
that wholiovor tho Japaueeo and Chinese 
forces mcot, on land or sea, thoy will fight 
unless compelled to rofrnin by somo powor 
or combination of poworB that both must 
reBpect. It Booms too lato for mediation of 



the ordinary kind, although the baaia for it 
yet remains, China being less aensitive on a 
point of honor than aome other nations. 
That Koroa muBt bo reformed, all impartial 
observers admit. The teat of Japan's Bin- 
oerity is her alleged willingneas to retire on 
the completion of the neoessary reforms. It 
ought not to be difficult for tho powers in- 
terested to guarantee the execution of tho 
reforms and demand that both armies ro- 
tiro." 

The Standard says : " The Japanese will 
find it difficult to persuade Europe that they 
aro not tho aggressors. Tho incidents that 
have already oocurred and the preparations 
of both powers leave little hope that the 
quarrol will bo settlod without further resort 
to arniB. A happy result could only be se- 
cured if one or more powers ahould inter- 
vene with advice, backed with a threat of 
compulsion." 

The PolitiBche Correspondent prints under 
a St. Petersburg date a semi official com- 
munication, which Bays : " As far as Rus- 
sia's interests are concornod, it would bo 
better if there should be no war between 
China and Japan, inasmuch as tho victory 
of neither would be of advantage to her. If 
war prove unavoidable, U will bo a task for 
Russian diplomacy to assist in ending it as 
quickly as possible. RusBia cannot on any 
account permit Korea to bo robbed of hor 
independence by either China or Japan, it 
would too seriously imperil RuaBia's politi- 
cal and commercial interests in tho East. It 
is equally certain that RtiBBia would not 
willingly auffor any single European power 
to interfere in Korean affairs, especially 
England. 

Tho Times says i " If Japan in to obtain 
tho moral approbation of Europe in the con- 
flict that she seems determined to provoke, 
ahe must provo by more convincing argu- 
ments than any yet produced that she is not 
wantonly disturbing the peace in tho inter- 
ests of national ambitions or to Bubserve the 
purposes of party chiefs. Tho gist of tho 
wholo matter is that Japan ia bent on re- 
ducing an hietorical suzerainty to China, 
tho condition of puroly ceromonial rolation, 
und China is resolved to resist. If tho 
powers aro determined to prevent a long 
and dangerouB war thoy must convince both 
that there aro contingencies in which they 
would proceed to something moro than mere 
exhortations and admonitions." 

Aa tho result of inquiries made of experts 
in Eastern politics, and persons who havo 
resided in Korea, the reporter of tho Asso- 
ciated ProBB learns that wideBpread discon- 
tent existB in Korea because of the corrup- 
tion and mingovernmont that every whero 
prevails, Ono of the most poworful revolu- 
tionary factors in the country is a quasi- 
religious Beet called ToDg Hok, which as- 
cribes the proourlouB condition of Korean 
trade and commerce to the presence of for- 
eigners in the country. This sect has set 
for itself the task of ridding Korea 
of tho hated foreigners, and has threatened 
the Japanese and other foreign real- 
denta. Among the charges brought 
ogainat tho foreigners ia one that they 
have caused an enormouB inoroase in tho 
price of food Btuffa without any bonefit ac 
cruing to the KoreanB. The King of Korea 
possosBcs no real authority, and he is in con- 
stant terror of a revolution that will sweep 
him from his throne. Ho is heavily in debt, 
and the whole country is in a state of 
anarohy. To this condition of affairs is duo 
the revolt that was recently started in one 
of tho provinces. Last year 30,000 Koreans, 
armed and unarmed, threatened to march 
on tho capital, to compol tho foreigners to 
leavo. This rebellion was suppressed, but 
tho country haa been disturbed ever Binco. 
Reforms in the administration are regarded 
aa absolutely necessary, not only to save the 
commerce of the country, but for tho Bafety 
of foreigners. 

SHANGHAI, July Another battle 

between tho Chinese and Japanese fleetB 
was fought yesterday, and tho Japaneao 
were victorious after a long, fierco fight 
Tho modern Chinese built ironclad Chen 
Yuen, tho largest in the navy, was sunk 
The Japanese also captured two ChineBe 
cruisers, English built, tho Chis Yuen and 
tho Ching Yuen. It ia reported the Jap 
anoao also destroyed tho cruller Foo Tsohing. 

Ottawa, July 31, — Ono hundred China 
men passed through the city laat night by 
tho Canadian Pacific for the Coast, on route 
to China, to take part in tho war against 
Japan. They came principally from tho 
States. 

Tho British cruiser Porpoise has sailed 
from Che-Foo to protect British interests in 
Korea. The Japanese miniator in Seoul re 
quested tho King, before his capture, to de 
mand tho withdrawal yif Chinese troops 
from Korea. Ho refused and thereupon the 
Japauese advunccd upon Seoul. After a 
briof eucountor they routed the Koreans and 
occupied the royal palace, Tho King up 
pealed to representatives of European 
powora to intervene, but in vain. 

A largo Chineso army hua crossed tho 
northweatorn frontier of Koroa und 
marching down tho peninsula, and a second 
army is boiug hastily equipped. No details 
havo been received of the battle said to havo 
taken place at Asan botweon Chinese and 
Japaneao forces. It is roported that severa" 
Chineso steamers have beon captured and 
others destroyed at Takua. Torpodoos have 
beon placed in tho Shawciahan channel of 
tho Yungtaokiung river in order to compe 
vpbboIb to puss within oasy range of the 
Wooeung forts. 

Tho branchoH of tho Chinoae imperia 
maritime customs at Chemulpo, Fustian und 
ChuanBhan continuo business, receiving tho 
Korean duties as usual. Japan has not in- 
terfered with tho collection of theso duties 
Yokohama, July 31, — The army und 
navy reserves havo beon summoned into 
Horvico. Chinoso residents of Japan are 
llcoing in large numbois. Roliablo nowa 
haa reached Tokyo that tho main body of 
Chineao troops crossed the northweatorn 
frontier of Korea on July '2~>. In official 
circles ovorybndy is oonvincod that. China's 
rocont negotiations were a niero eubtorfugo 
to gain time and concontrato her forces 
with a viow to combining with tho Koreans 
for un attack. It is reportod that the 
Japanese shipa have bean firod upon again 
from tho shore. 

Paris, July 31, — Tho Paris newspapers 
aflect an attitude of neutrality und imparti- 
ality towards events in Korea. A strong 
general tondoncy, howevor, in favor of Japan 
ia noticeablo. 



HUSH EVICTED TENANTS. 



Vernoii Harconrt Gives Notice of 
Abbreviating- the Debate by 
Closure. 



Balibp.r's Protest Against Making- the 
Hoiiso Ridiculous Before 
the Country. 



London, July 81. — In the House of Com- 
mons today Sir Willium Harcourt, Chancel- 
lor of tho Exchequer, moved a time limit 
for the discussion of each oluuse of the 
Eviated Tenants bill, with a final closure of 
tho committee stage on August 7. In mak- 
ing thie motion, Sir William said the gov- 
ernment regarded the bill as urgent, and 
appreciated the necessity of the time al- 
lowed for the further discussion of the 
measure boing ample. He waB not enamored 
of the exceptional measure of closure and 
reeorted to it with sincere rogrot, but tho 
faot that there were '22 pagos of amendments 
to tho bill justified summary procedure. 

Rt. Hon. Mr. Balfour auid that nevor in 
tho history of parliament hud there been a 
proposal liko this. No government had 
evor ventured to suggout after only two 
days' dobato of a measure in committeo to 
have tho houso gigged; yet a minister 
uinkicg audi a proposition has thought it 
sufficient to cxpreBB his regret in a few per- 
functory wordB, giving aa tho only approach 
to a reason for tho proposal, the larg s num- 
ber of amendments. He had said tnat be- 
cause tho house showed a desire to discuss 
tho bill, discussion muBt bo stopped. Mr. 
Balfour warned the houso of its position as a 
ogislative body in the eyea of tho country, 
and moved an amendment of regret that the 
government should deprive tho minority of 
its just rights and thereby make fair debate 
mpoasiblo, thus bringiug its whole proceed- 
ingo into contempt. 

Kt. Hon. John Morley twitted Mr. Bal- 
four with having similarly moved closure on 
tho bill constituting the Purnoll commission. 

r .r, Hon. Mr. Chamberlain aaid that that 
bill had beon supported by both sides for 
tho houso had only beon obstructed by a 
small knot of Irish memborB. A large num- 
ber of amendments to tho evicted tenants 
bill, ho said, were introduced by Irish mem- 
bers. If theBe amendments were rejected 
the government would be legislating for Ire- 
land against tho views of tho Irish membera. 
If they were aocepted tho bill would be 
transformed far beyond Mr. Morley'a 
pledges. 

Mr. Labouchere asked what was the ubo 
of discussing the bill week after week. Io 
waa certain to be rejected by the House of 
Lorda. It would be better to have the 
soonest possible appeal to the country to 
settle the question whether tho House of 
CommonB was the maator of the situation or 
whother its members were tho subservient 
and humble servants of tho hereditary Lords. 

Mr. Brlfour's amendment protesting 
against tho brevity of the time allowed for 
diBcuasion was rejected by 217 to 174. 

The Unionist msmbera of the Houso of 
Commons have decided to abstain from 
further aotion on the evicted tenants' bill 
and to refrain from moving tho amendments 
standing in their name. They will take no 
part in the divisions on amendments yet to 
bo connidered. Many of them are Mc- 
Carthyito motions. Tho bill iB likely to be 
virtually disposed of at the ond of the week. 
Tho opposition may poaaibly raise a debate 
on the third reading of the bill, but they 
will move no amendments. 

The Conservative majority of the Irish 
land committee sent a letter on July 24 to 
Rt. Hon. John Morley protesting that the 
curtailing of evidence and tho withholding 
of returns in connection with the land com- 
mittee would reBult in a haBty and incom- 
plete report. Ab their request for more 
satisfactory procedure waa not hooded, the 
minority brought up tho subject again to- 
day at tho conclusion of the taking of evi- 
dence before the committeo by- submitting a 
motion embodying their protest. Tho 
chairman, however, declined to put the 
motion.

and discovered a newly made grave. He 
took Cannuff into custody, who confessed 
that he had accidentally shot his com- 
panion and through fear had buried the 
body. A coroner'a jury is boing em- 
panelled und the body will bo taken up.

The situation us Explained by.a Chinaman to 
a Foreigner, 

Chinese — Well, China has her depend 
encies as well. 

Foreigner — So I have hoard. What are 
they'.' 

C. — Koroa, Annum, Nepaul, Siam and 
otherB. 

F, — It must givo a good deal of work to 
the Central Government to administer those 
places properly. Of course the Kmporor 
only appoints, as Viceroys, ollioials in whose 
abilitiua lie has tho fulloat confidence 

C. — What do you mean by Viceroys '.' 

F. — WhVi I Bupposo that aa Korea and 
Annum belong to China, tho Emperor rulea 
them by deputy, juat as ho dooa Manchuria, 
Mongolia, Thibet und other portiona of hie 
dominions. 

C.— You must bo strangely ignorant, sir, 
if you do not know that there have been 
native Kings of Koroa and Annam for oen- 
turiea. 

F. — Ah I You call them Kings. But if 
they aro aubjoot to tho Emperor of China I 
prosumo ho can uppoint and depo3e thorn 
at hia will, and Impose upon them whatovtr 
laws ho chooses; so that, whatever thoir 
nationality, being still pare of the Ta Ching 
Empiro, they aro, in reality, hia Vicoroys. 

C. — You aro quito mistaken. Tho Em- 
peror cannot bo oxpoatod to troublo himself 
with dotails. It is sufficient that these na- 
tions Bend tribute to him at certain atatod 
periods, and acknowledge hia supremacy. 

F. — But of courso, if China over goes to 
war, all theao dependent statos will bo ex- 
pected to send contingents of soldiery to as- 
sist her ! 

C— No ; I novor hoard that such a thing 
was likely. 

ir,_Then if all thoBo states enjoy abaolute 
autonomy in times of poaco, and aro not ex- 
pectod to assist China in times of war, I do 
not quite soo in what thoir dependency con- 
sists. They may bo glad of Chineao protec- 
tion if attuckod, booauae China happona to 
bo larger and more poworful than thoy aro ; 
but niroly a woak alate can accepb help 
from ft atrt nger one without bartoriDg awuy 



ita independence. That is one of the first 
principles of international law ; I am afraid, 
however, that the political traditiona of 
China are not in aooordanoe with those 
principles of publio jurisprudence whiob 
are accepted by all Western nations. 

C. — And pray why should you expeot ua 
to sacrifice our traditions to your codes of 
jurisprudence ? 

F, — Simply because China has now 
emerged from her seclusion and entered into 
rotations with foreign governments. When 
two partieB treat together, there must be 
some law or tribunal, or standard, acknowl- 
edged by both as valid, and to which both 
can appeal ; if not, difficulties aud misunder- 
standings cannot fail to ooour between them. 
If China can give us a bettor oodo of inter- 
national law than we posaeaa at presont, wo 
shall accept it gratefully ; but all I contend 
for is that, whatever may bo adopted, it 
must be common to all nations, and its de- 
cisions recognized as final in ail cases of dis- 
pute. 

C. — That is good sonee. But how oan one 
bo compiled that ehall be favorable to so 
many interests '.' 

F. — Suppose you give the thing a trial 
And till you succeed 1 would suggest that 
China regulates her policy by tho authorities 
accepted in the West. Do tho Koreans still 
pay tribute ? 

C. — Yes ; a part of tho city in Peking is 
rosorved for their merohants and ambassa- 
dors, who yearly bring young, amall poniea, 
paper and other merohandiao, arriving in 
Ootobor and leaving about April. Tho 
arrival and departure of theao people aro 
great events, celebrated with grand displays 
of fireworks and feasting. Their conge 
made thoy are presented by tho Emporor 
with beautifully embroidorod Chinese officio) 
robes, symbolical of his suzerain rights. 

F. — Why did not Li Chung Tang mako 
tho troaty between Sir Harry Parkes ond 
Koroa on behalf of Korea, in China, instead 
of going to Korea ? 

C. — China gave her good offices in this 
diroction, giving Koroa face, as it wore, bo- 
foro the toreignor. Tho Emperor could not 
bo expeoted to troublo himeolf further. 

F. -Thank you. I think you have made 
clear tho position China ocoupiea with re- 
apeat to Koioi. At Borne futuro date, when 
we have leisure, I will ask you for more de 
tailed information. 

C. — You do me too much honor.

BURNING LUMBER PILES. 

Kxtensive Fire In Minneapolis— A Million and 
a Half Bushels of Wheat 
In Danger. 

Minneapolis, Minn,, July 31. — Twenty 
acres of lumber piles, containing twenty- five 
million feet of lumber belonging to the 
Shevlin-Carpenter Lumber Company on the 
bank of the river, a quarter of a mile from 
the centre of the oity, were destroyed by 
fire thia afternoon, The loss is $300,000, 
The Chicago, St. Paul, Minneapolis & 
Omaha round house adjoining the lumber 
yards was also burned, together with twenty- 
one freight cars and a valuable gas plant. 
The loss there is $34,000. A spark from an 
engine ia thought to have fallen among the 
lumber which, dried by long weeks of 
drought, made quick fuel for tho flames. 
Long before the firemen had arrived the fire 
was beyond control. Every piece of appa 
ratus in the city is in action. St. Paul sent 
two englnea and crews, and Stillwater start 
ed the same number but had to recall them 
owing to a fire at that place, The Star 
elevator, containing 1 ,.100,000 buahela of 
wheat, and several warehouaea caught fire 
aeveral times.

THE CANADIAN PEOPLE. 

Sir Charles Mills, tho South African 
statesman who attended the Intercolonial 
Conference, expressed himself atruck with 
tho fine appearance of Canadian men and 
women. He admired particularly the man- 
liness of tho bays and the beauty of the 
girls. We are not surprised that the South 
African strangor should find in Canada 
splendid specimens of tho human race. 
There is nothing to hinder Canadiana 
being physically and intellectually as 
well developed as the finest people to be 
found on tho surface of the earth. 

Th»y have, in the firstplace.comeof agood 
stock. A very large proportion of them 
are descended from Engliah, Irish and 
Scitch immigrants of a superior class. Not 
a few of them are the deecendanta of United 
Kmpire Loyalists, who are of tho aamo Btock 
but have been longer under cis-Atlantic 
influences. Then, wo have among us a 
large number of men and women of Fronch 
extraction. Although they have been 
longer in America than a large proportion 
of Anglo-Saxon Canadians thoy have not 
become Americanized. Thoy retain 
many of tho social cuatoma and 
the racial characteristics, as well 
ai the language, of their ancestors. 
It can be seen almost at a glance that there 
is a good sprinkling of Germans in the 
country, and not a few Scandinavians. 
Canadiana have an auceatry that they may 
well be proud of. They have tho beat blood 
in their veinB. 

The conditions of life in Canada have been 
favorable to tho development of a vigorous 
race. Tho climate is invigorating. It is 
not so cold as to stunt growth, and not so 
warm as to bo enervating. Tho inhabitants 
of Canada, too, of all clausoa have boon well 
fed. There has never beon for any length 
of time a scarcity of good wholesomo food 
in any part of British Amoriea. 
The faro of tho early aettlor8 wu», it !B 
truo, rough, but food was plentiful, 
and young and old having splendid appe- 
tites thrived on it. Potatoes and fish wore the 
staple food of tho early aettlera of tho Mari- 
time Provinces, and thoy have alwayB been 
famed for their stalwart men and their 
handaomo women. Tho 1'rovinco of Ontario 
has, too, become remarkable for tho phy- 
sical perfection of its mon and women, In 
bone and muscle and in stature tho French 
Canadiana aro superior to thoir cousins in 
old Franco. 

Thon ua to mental dovolopmotit, the aet- 
tlera in Canada and thoir descendants havo 
had opportunities that the rank and 
file of tho population of the 
old countrioa havo not enjoyed. 
Tho Canadian settlors were their own mas- 
ters and ao were thoir descendants for many 
genoratione. Thoy had plenty of oxorciso 
for their minds as well' as thoir bodies in 
clearing and oultivating thoir lands, in build- 
ing their houaos, in disposing of thoir pro- 
duco and in managing thoir public aflaira, 
Tho Couadiun settler was in a good sensu 
everything by starts. To-day he was a car- 
penter, to-morrow a ahoomukor, tho next 
day a horso-dnttlor and tho next again found 
him driving a hard bargain with the villugo 
atoro-keepor for boiiis of tho produco of his 
farm. All those occupations bright- 
ened tho man und made him 



shrewd, intelligent and resourceful. 
There really never were any country 
bumpkins and clodhoppers in Canada. Tho 
settler and his sons were obliged to have 
thoir wits about thorn, and thouo wits by 
oonstant use became sharpened. It is as- 
tonishing to unreflecting poroonu to eee how 
soon the rough Canadian aettlor became a 
shrewd man of buBinesa or developed into a 
koon politician. 

The EchoolhouBO waa the firat publio 
building erected in a Canadian settlement ; 
tho church followed soon after. Tho Bottlers' 
sons and daughters between the intervals of 
hard work obtained a smattoring of educa- 
tion. It is really aatoniahiug how muoh they 
learned considering thoir opportunities, and 
still more astonishing to seo what a noble 
uso many of them made of the little thoy 
learned in tho backwoodB schoolhouBO. 

Tho days of roughing it havo passed away 
in moat parts of Canada, but the descend- 
ants of tho pioneers havo inherited the 
grand physique of their forefalhcra and 
thoir Btrongth and aativity of brain. Wo 
wonder if tho merchants and professional 
men and the lovely women of Canadian 
cities think of tho debt they owe the men 
and women who mado tho country what 
it is. For it should not bo forgotten 
that the women did thoir aharo 
of tho rough pioneer work. To these 
plain-living, hard-working, God-foaring 
men and women thoy owo thoir lioo consti- 
tutions, their physical beauty and thoir in- 
tellectual strength — in abort, tho qualities 
that excited tho admiration of Sir Charles 
Mills. We are glad to see that young 
Canadians who are not compelled by neces- 
sity to work with their hands ar,o, by 
healthful amusements and manly sports, 
doing a groat doal to preservo and porpotu- 
ato the strength and vigor which have corns 
down to them from thoir hardy ancestors. 
It is to bo hoped that while they do this 
they will not forgot to praotise tho 
virtues which enabled their forefathers to 
achieve 8ucceBB and to make a good uae of it 
when it waa aohiovod. 



OUR MARKSMEN. 

Founded in 18b'0, " to give permanence to 
Volunteer corps, and to encourage rillo 
shooting throughout tho Quoen's dominions," 
the National Rifle Association of Groat 
Britain has beon auccessful in a most re 
markable degroe. Throughout the thirty 
four years of ita exiatence its growth haa 
beon continuous, and it ia beyond question 
not only that to the efforts of tho association 
is due the credit of keeping up tho interest 
which tho Volunteers of the Empire take in 
rifle shooting, but alBo that without this 
bond of union the citizen soldiers of Her 
Majesty's dominions would havo little op- 
portunity of becoming acquainted with and 
interested in oach other, and theroby de- 
veloping the spirit of friendly rivalry which 
keops up their standard of military excel- 
lence. Its influence is not limited to the 
mother country, for in all tho colonies tho 
rules of the National Rifle Assooia- 
tion have been adopted sb thoso 
which shall govern tho practice of tho 
Volunteers or Militia, and yoar by year the 
laws mado by tho parent association aro 
unquestionably accepted by all those affili- 
ated with it, in Canada, in Australia, in 
Africa, in India, evcrywhsre in fact whero 
a British community haB beon established 
and a dofence force haB sprung up. 
Canada, us the Colony nearest to the 
Mother Country, has naturally taken 
the greatest and most continuous in 
tereat in the annual prize meetings, held first 
on the famous Wimbledon common, and 
now at tho Bplendid now ranges at BiBley 
to which the meeting was transplanted with 
but little loss of its popularity save amongst 
the veterans who, deeming it almost sacri- 
lege to forsake tho old historic spot, will not 
be interested in the new Wimbledon. 

Since 1.S72, the Dominion of Canada has 
annually Bent a rillo team to England, and 
this year there waa includod amongst the 
Canadian twenty a native British Colum- 
bian — Gunner Georgo Turnbull of New 
Westminster — who won his placo in compo 
tition against tho whole Dominion at 
Ottawa last fall. Tho meagro reports 
which have come by cablo indi- 
cate that Gunner Turnbull provod 
a worthy representative of his Province, 
that ho stood abovo tho averago ot tho crack 
riflemen from all over tho Dominion who 
wore his comrades, and that against the 
pick of tho Empiro he, like tho majority of 
tho Canadian twenty, won moro than his 
proportionate share of tho individual prizes 
Few persona have an idea of the magnitude 
of the Bisley competition, and the signifi- 
cance attachod to winniDg a prize there. 
No other paatimo could attract, as rifle 
shooting does, nearly twenty-fivo hundred 
compotltorB, and hold them interested for 
the two weeks necessarily occupied by the 
competitions. Thero were no fawor than 
oighty of theeo last year, giving opportunity 
for rifle and revolver shooting in overy 
practicable form, suited to all degrees of 
skill and evory varioty of weapon. Out of 
a total revenue of about £23,000, the largo 
sum of £15,750 camo from tho competitors 
thomselves, and as thoy aro put to groat er 
ponsu besides thoir direct payments to tho 
association, it will bo readily soon that tho 
attraction for tho rillemon ia not tho profit 
which tho goneral publio erroneoualy bu[ 
poso to actach to tho exorcise. The moat 
important match of tho whole soriea ia tho 
Queen's, in which thoro are four hundred 
prizoa, headed by tho three munificent re 
wards of £2o0, £150, and £100, whioh 
havo boon prosonted by tho Quoon horsolf 
annually Bince 1802. To bo firat in this 
match confers a laatiDg diBtinotion which 
has not yot been won by a Canadian, though 
on four ocoiaionB our representatives havo 
won tho Prinoo of Wales' personal gift of 
£100. 

To win a placo on tho Canadian team to 
go to Bi8lcy next yoar will bo tho great ob- 
ject of oach of tho eight riflemen from 



British Columbia who in a ahort time will 
start for Ottawa. Tho shooting reoord of 
the eight firat to be called upon appearB 
to bo exceptionally good, and it 1b to 
bo hoped that as many of them as 
possible will go. The Provincial Associa- 
tion furnishes the transportation, but the 
other heavy oxpensos of the team ure borne 
by tho members themsolvoa, and as not overy 
man ia able to make tho outlay or would 
foel justified in aoing so besidos giv- 
ing up four weeks' time, no doubt some of 
tho waiting men will havo to bo called upon, 
with a resultant weakening of tho toum. 
This drawback, howevor Blight it may bo, ie 
tb bo doplorod, as at Ottawa tho competition 
is keen and a very few points may make 
a wonderful difference in the fortunes of a 
team and the distinction uohioved by it. 



A BIT OF HISTORY. 

In an article on Senator Gorman tho Now 
York Times givoa in a very lively way u 
hiatory of tho Wilaon Tarill Bill ainco it 
went up to the Senate. After showing 
that Senator Goimun is an unscrupulous 
schemer, und that he had, to Borvo hia own 
Bolfish purposes, done his beet to prevent 
the repeal of tho Sherman Silver Bill, it 
goos on to say : 

Moro than six months ago tho Houbo sont 
to tho Senato a bill fur the reduction and re- 
form of tho tariff. Its chief featuroa wero 
low taxes or none on the materials of manu- 
factures and tho necossarieB of life. In tho 
matter of revenue the House mistakenly, but 
honestly, bad placed all Bugara on the free 
liat and included an income tax. Tho Demo- 
cratic majority in tho Senate wub small. Tho 
bill, liko tho Silver Repeal bill, waa mot by 
a small number of Senators, chief umong 
whom were Gorman, Bricu and Smith, aided 
iu part by Hill, Murphy, McPheraon and 
others. A cabal was formed, of which Gor- 
man was tho acknowledged loader, to dictate 
terma on which and on which alono the bill 
ahould bo allowed to pasB. Tho most im- 
portant and the most unjustifiable of these 
oxaotiona were the taxes on coal, on iron 
ore and on refined augar. Tho latter was 
moBt monBtroua, beoauBe it put from $10,- 
000,000 to $12,000,000 por year in tho 
pockets of tho Sugar Trust. Tho demands 
tor taxes on ooul and iron ore were partly 
influenced by prejudice, partly by peraonal 
and political ambition, in part by moro or 
Iobb indirect pecuniary interest. Tho do- 
manda for tbo gift to tho Sugar Trust, 
had no moro politics bohind them than have 
bets on tho Stock Exchange. They were 
essentially corrupt. The men who mado 
and enforced them have at no time given or 
offered to givo any explanation of thoir 
motives. Thoy had tho power. A rich 
and liberal monopoly arranged with them to 
UBe it. Tho majority in the Senato woakly 
and foolishly yielded, 

The bill went back to the Houbo and the 
shameful amendments of the Senate were 
rejeotod. President Cleveland, in the per- 
formance of an imperative obligation to hia 
countrymen, mado public a atatcment of tho 
reasons, sound, honorable, and patriotic, 
why they should be rejeotod. Yester- 
day in tho Senate Mr. Gorman 
made a Bpiteful and deaperate at- 
tack on tho President. Why ? Because 
tho Preaident'a appeal to the country had 
balked the evil schemes of tho Maryland 
lobbylBt-Senator. Becauso he know that 
back of the PreBidont waa tho Houbo of 
Representatives, back of the House the peo- 
ple, and if the bargain by which ho hod sold 
the Sonate waa to be roferrod to such a tri- 
bunal it would bo thrown out. If only he 
could rally the Sena'.ors ho had entrapped, 
it he could arouse their vanity and that 
jealousy of the Executive which is tho 
special weakness of Senators to defeat all 
legislation, hia principals— wo had almost 
written hia purchasers— could for an in- 
definite period enjoy tho fat favors of tho 
McKinley law. In such a case tho usually 
cold blood ran hot in his veinB. The reserve 
of the diplomatist was meltod by the 
thought of his perfidious anil diihonorable 
plans falling to the ground, and by tho hope 
of still groater gains thould ho carry hia 
point. 

Ho cannot do it. Ho haB mado President 
and the House atronger oven than they 
were. Ho was dangerous as a secret plot- 
ter, or even as an open advocate. But his 
opposition, his apito, his abuse, his menda- 
city, aro a now forco on the side of party 
honor and of patriotism. His threats aro 
idle. It is for tho House to dictate terms : 
free coal, free iron oro, tho abandonment 
of the special rate for the Sugar Trust, or 
an indefinite session And tho unchecked 
wrath of the bn tiled corruptiouist from 
Maryland shows that he knows his peril.

He loft the island on Juno i, up to 
which time the company had killod about 
500 soala, tho number having been restricted 
by tho special agent roBident thero 'ponding 
instructions as to how many might bo killed 
this year. Tho breeding rookoriea thero, 
he said, are in good condition this year, oven 
better than last, but tho bachelor rookeries 
do not look bo well. He had hoard at Dutch 
harbor, on tho way down, that about 8,000 
coals would be killod at St. Paul's island. 
He states that the natives of tho islands aro 
fast diminishing in numbers, bb they take 
no care of themselves and rcg»rd death with 
indifference, being anything but grateful for 
medical attendance. 

The London (Eng ) Evening News and 
Post of July 10 says : Captain the Hon 
Hedworth Lambton will be in his right 
place as private aecrotary to tho Firat Lord 
of the Admiralty. He has Berved in the 
navy Bince 1871 ; has been at the holm of 
tho royal yacht ; and has acted as flag cap 
tain to Admiral Lord Alceator, better known 
perhaps by hia former title of Admiral Sir 
Boauchamp Seymour. At the bombardment 
of Alexandria and afterwarda at Tel-el- 
Kebir he diatinguiahed himself to Buch an 
extent, or was bo well mentioned in dia- 
patchea— which iB quite as good — that he 
waa promptly raised to commander's rank. 
Captain Lambton is a younger brother of 
the Earl of Durham, and proud of it. His 
name of Hedworth haa been borne twice 
previously by members of tho Lambton 
family, ono of the former Hedworth Lamb 
tons having boen a not uncelebrated mem- 
ber of parliament for a northern pockot- 
borough. 

A Joint convention of tho local lodges of 
Knights of Pythias was hold last evening, 
when Grand Chancollor J. C. Byrne paid an 
official visit to tho lodges accompanied by 
Paat Grand Chancollors J. G. Rinold and 
J. M. HugheB, Brigadior-General H. A, 
Bigelow and Colonel H. F. W. Behnson. 
The distinguished visitors addressed the 
assemblage on the importance of attending 
tho conclave at Washington, D C, at which 
place 1200,000 members of the ordor will 
meet on the 18th August. The Uniform 
Rank will have 45,000 representatives in 
line under Major-Goneral Carnahan. A 
special train of seven cars will leave Seattle 
on the 14th instant with delegates from 
British Columbia, Washington and Oregon 
President Cleveland la to reviow the Knights 
on Pennsylvania avenue ; tho Supreme 
Lodge, Knights of Pythias of the World will 
meet in convention at tho Capital during 
the celebration ; and PaBt Grand Chancel 
lore C. L. Bohnson and J. CroaBan will 
represent tho jurisdiction of British Colum 
bla at the convention.

B0AKD OF ALDERMEN. 



A Little Electricity Introduced Into 
the Meeting With Lively 
Results. 

Aid. Wilsou Turns ou the Current by 
Movine; to Discharge Mr. 
Stickels. 



The City Council had a decidedly lively 
mooting last night, electric lighting being 
tho subject of discussion. Tho procoodingB 
wore opened by tho roading of tho letter 
from tho Albion Iron WorkB, received at 
Monday's meeting, offering to tondor for 
boilera and maohinery. Tho lottor waa re- 
ceived and filed and aomo general discussion 
waa indulged in. 

ALD. LedINOHAM supported the proposi- 
tion already advanced of arranging the 
boilor grates to burn tho city garbage with 
tho exception of night aoil. 

ALD. Muss wanted to know how much 
of tho garbage would burn. 

ALD. Hakuih replied about 70 per cent,, 
and tho residue aftor burning could bo put 
on the roads. 

ALD. Dwvkk waa roady enough to havo 
tho garbage burned in this connection if it 
could bo shown to him to havo boon a buo- 
ceaa already olaewhote, but he did not want 
to aimply start an oxporiment. 

His WORSHIP Baid it waa not a queation 
aimply of burning garbage, but whether 
there was going to be any saving to tho 
city. 

Ald. MtJNN wondorod that tho city had 
novor got rich over tho many schemes that 
were suggested to aavo money. It generally 
ended in tho money boing Bunk and no good 
gained. 

Ald. LEDINOHAM maintained that tho 
achemo of rotary bars for tho gratOB sug- 
gested by Mr. Cartmel would cost only 
somo $'2,500, and would bo a distinct saving 
to the city in disposing of tho garbage It 
waB worth trying, and even in the ovont of 
ita boing abandoned tho gratOB could bo 
used without any change being made. 

Tho specifications for onginoa and boilers 
to bo called for were thon taken up In de- 
tail. 

Ald. Kkith Wilson wanted the specifi- 
cations aubinittod to some competent engin- 
eer. The gentleman who had drawn them- 
up was an electric export but it was to bo 
doubted whether he was an engineer. Then 
the city wero paying Mr. McMicking as 
olectrical engineer, and ho did not see why 
use should not be made of hia Borvices in con- 
nection with attondanoo upon the electric 
plant. Tho council had made a mistake in 
taking an ouUido man and ho now began to 
see daylight and wantod to uaa Mr. Mo- 
Micklng'a services. He moved : 

" That Mr. Stickela be informed that, his 
services are no longer requirod inasmuch as 
wo have in Mr. McMicking tho city elec- 
trlolan a competent person to manago the 
erection of the new olootrio plant and_ we 
intend to submit all plana and specifications 
in connection with boilers and engines to an 
engineer to look after the city's interests." 

His Worship— Then I understand you 
want to have Mr. McMicking attend to tho 
electrical part of tho work. 

Ald. Kkith- Wilson—" Yea." 

His Woilship— Then you intend, do you, 
to throw theBe specifications over again ? 

Ald. KEiTH-WiiiON thought thiB mattor 
had hung fire bo long that they might juat 
as well begin all over again. 

Ald DWTEB although not a friend of Mr. 
Stickels nor interested in having him re- 
tained personally, wanted Borne reason given 
boforo he could ever think of voting to dis- 
miss that gontloman. 

Ald. Lediniiham would Bocond the re- 
solution, as ho had doubts aa to Mr. Stickels' 
abilities as an engineer, 

Ald. HUMPHREY thought the charges in 
connoction with the purcbaeo of tho electric 
wire should bo looked into by a committee 
of the council. 

His Worship— O, you can't pay atten- 
tion to all the reports you hear on the 
street. If you wero to bclievo all the 
rumors I have neard you would imagino 
that all the counoil should bo placed in Sing 
Sing. 

ALD. Harris— Is not Aid. Wilson's mo- 
tion out of order ? 

Ald. Kkith Wilson held that as the 
city had already an electrician why get 
another. 

His Worship— This matter waa all gone 
into months ago and very good reasons were 
given for making the appointment of Mr. 
Stick. Ib. 

Ald. HUMPHREY remarked that tho elec- 
tric wire charges wero mora than street 
rumors. Lotters had boen written upon the 
subjeot, and ^so he believed that this talk 
about tho city being robbed should bo in- 
vestigated. 

Ald. Dwyer — If " the city was robbed 
now, how about tho city having paid more 
for wire that wca bought previously ? 

Ald. MUNN — Whero could tho wire havo 
been bought cheaper ! 

Ald. Humphrey was not complaining of 
tho price of the wire — ho only said what 
had been charged and for that roaBon 
wanted an investigation. 

Al.D. BAKES wanted to know if thero was 
any ono engineer any of tho aldermen pre- 
ferred tho specifications to bo submittod to. 
The only thing ho had heard against the 
specifications was that they wero somewhat 
looso and would givo a chance to contractoi h 
to got in a lot of extras. That, however, 
bad been attended to, and tliore woa no way 
now that a contractor could possibly rob the 
city if be wantod to do so. 

Ald. Dwykk— If wo go and chango all 
tho specifications again thoro is no guaranteo 
that next month thoy would bo any further 
advanced. 

His Worship romarked that the dlflnrent 
enginoora to whom the specifications had 
been presented all differed in their opinions 



and if a dozsn moro were consulted the re- 
sult would bo the same. 

Ald. Kkith -Wilson wantod thia matter 
settled. Some of the aldermen had expreascd 
to him that they wanted Mr. Stickels re- 
movod and he wanted to give them a chance 
to voto upon tho matter. 

Tho Mayor read the motion, whereupon 

Ald. Baker suggested that the laat part 
of tho motion bo Btruok out. 

" I'll fix that," Baid Aid. Keith-Wilson, 
and ho proceedod to strike out all the words 
aftor "rt quired" in hia motion. 

Ald. Mi nn ohjooted to tho motion being 
withdrawn. Only an amondniont could bo 
made. 

Ald. Lkdinoiiam — It can bo withdrawn 
and amended. 

Ald. Dwykk— It can't unless tho rest of 
the council consent. 

Ald. Muns —Of course it on't. Amond- 
mouts would bo no use at all if you could do 
thia aort of thing. Tho mover can't snatch 
up hia motion and cut it all to pieces after 
it is put to tho mooting. 

Ald Keith -Wilson — I maintain I am 
porfeotly in ordor. 

Ald. MUNN— You aro not. 

Ald. Keith-Wilson— Tho same thing is 
done over and over again in council. 

Ald. Muss thon objected that no notice 
of motion hud bsen given. 

His Worship conaidored thia point well 
taken. 

Ald. Humphrey thought that the beat 
way waB to withdraw the moLion and move 
for a committee to find out whether Mr. 
Stickols waa properly qualified to net as 
engineor. 

His Worship would like to know how 
thoy could got an unprejudiced committee of 
tho council to deal with tho matter. 

Thon a letter from Mr. J. A. Thomson to 
members of tho electric light committeo was 
read, ridiculing Mr. Stickol'a specifications. 

Ald. Humphrey wanted the lotter pub- 
lished. He took exception to ita sarcastic 
wording. 

Ald Baker did not want it published. 
It had boon sent in to him simply for private 
uao. Aftor aomo farther diecuaeion the 
Mayor declared Aid. Keith- Wilaon'B motion 
out of ordor, no notice of motion having 
boon given. 

Ald. Dwyer, seconded by Aid. Hum- 
phrey, moved that tendera for engines, 
boilors, dynamos, lamps and eleotric work 
comploto be cilled for in accord- 
ance with specifications to be ap- 
proved by the council. His object 
in moving this was to get to work and do 
something. Time was slipping away, and 
at the present outlook it seemed unlikely 
that the work would bo done thia year. If 
tho specifications wero satisfactory let tho 
council go ahead and call for tondera. 

The motion waa carried. 

Ald. MtJNN moved that the specifications 
prepared by Mr. Stickels bo adopted.

BLAND'S BODY FOUND 

Washed Ashore at Laurel Point— A Verdict 
or Death by Drowning. 

The mystery surrounding the disappear- 
ance of Alfred Blund has beeu cleared away 
by the finding of tho unfortunate man's 
body. An Indian named Charlie yesterday 
morning discovered the corpsa lying on the 
rocks noar Laurel Point, where it had been 
loft stranded by tho ebbing tide. The pro- 
vincial police woro informed and removed 
tho body to the morgue. Dr. Hasell, the 
coroner, held an InqutBt in tho after- 
noon. Peter Haneen gavo evidence 
to the effect that he had seen deceased 
between 8 and 9 o'olock on the 
night of Wodneaday the 18:h inBt., ot the 
Half- Way-HouBe, Esquimalt road. Robert 
Smith aaw him about an hour later on 
Johnson Btreot, near Uoodacro's butcher 
shop. Bland bado him good night about 10 
o'clock, and said ho was going home. That 
was tho laBt seen of him till his body was 
found yesterdiy. Thoa. Poarson gave evi- 
dence to tho effect that he aaw tho railway 
bridge open between 11 and 11:30 on that 
night. Ho could not Bay if thero were 
lights on it or if tho guards woro open or 
•hut; it was moonlight, and he could see 
from tho station that the bridge was open. 
John Bland, a brother of decoased, identi- 
fied tho corpBe. 

Dr. h\ng, who mado the post mortem, 
sworo that deceased met his death by 
drowning. Thero was a bruise ou the back 
of the bead which was not aerioua in itself, 
and might havo boon caused by deceaaod 
falling. No other material evidence was 
adduced and the jury brought in a verdict 
"That tho decoased, Alfred Bland, was 
found in tho water off Sehl's point ; that ho 
came to his death from drowning, and that 
thoro ia no evidence to Bhow how ho came 
to be in tho water." 

Tho funeral takeH place this afternoon at 
2.15 from tho A.O U. W. hall, Government 
street, and fifteen minutes later from St. 
John's church.

Trial of Caruot's Assassin Proceeds 
Slowly- Appearance of the 
Accused. 



British Schooner Boarded and Plund- 
ered -Stringent Precautions 
Against Cholera. 

London, July 31.— The trial of Santo 
Coaario, the murderer of President Carnor, 
is progressing slowly at Lyons. No new 
developments have as yet boen brought out 
by the investigation. Ceearic, who scorns to 
be the least concerned of any in attendance 
on the trial, is described as having a face 
showing brutal cruelty and a steady, cross- 
eyed stare whioh unmistakubly proves the 
fierce determination of the man. Tho mouth 
is sensual, and droops at the corners of tho 
lips as into obstinate folds. There is malice 
in the cruel face, which bears traces of ex- 
cesses in living. Tho impression of obstin- 
acy is especially conveyed by the abnormal 
size of the lower maxillary, which gives a 
threatening squareness to the lower j iw On 
the upper lip Is a light down. He has fair 
hair and blue eyoB. The prisoner has been 
securely bound in a ipseies of leather har- 
ness that makes it almoat impossible for 
him to move. A broad leathorn belt with 
stroDg buckles is fastened tightly around hiB 
waist, and a sort of halter compels tho 
bending ol the forehead forward. On each 
side two leathern bracelets, tied close up, 
chain tho bands poworless. Tho upper b ind 
is joined by a thong attached to the ahaikt s 
on the prisoner's feet. 

It hau been loarnod that four relatives of 
Carnot's assassin died insane. 

Advices received state that tho Spaniali 
routed the Malay rebels at Mindanao June 
14, killing 250. 

The government has ordered Btringent 
precautions against the inroads of cholera 
from Marseilles, where it is reported to be 
epidemic. 

A man named Sydnoy Bennett, in London, 
describing himsolf as a lawyer, attempted 
to Bhoot a young lady named Andrews, with 
whom he was dooply in love. Owing to his 
poor aim tho woman escaped unhurt. Ben- 
nett attcmpo-d suicide, inflicting a danger 
oub wound. 

Tho government has been informed that 
the British echoonor Meyer was boarded 
and plundered by rufiUns off tho island of 
Pono Develese. 

The UBual pilgrimage to Czonslochau, Po 
land, has been forbidden because, of the 
prevalence of tho cholera. 

Editor Drumont, of *' La Libreux Parole," 
who is in Belgium, has refused to come homo 
to light the duel to which Comte Delva has 
challenged him. As Comto Dolva objeota 
to breaking tho law in Belgium by fighting 
there, the duel is not likely to tako place 
very soon. 

The celobration of the Danish Crown 
Prince's silver weddiDg at the Amalienborg 
palace, Copenhagen, cloBed with a grand 
banquet, during whioh toasts were ex- 
changed with enthusiasm, and King Chris- 
tian thanked the Princes who had come to 
congratulate the Crown Prince. Later in 
the eveniDg all left the palace to drive 
through the streets while the city was illu- 
minated and fireworks were set off from the 
housetops and the foreign warships in the 
harbor. 

The Paris correspondent of tho Daily 
News says : "It wbb discovered on the laBt 
day of the debate in the Chamber on the 
Anti-Anarchist bill that the Colonies had 
been overlooked in framing the measure 
Many jurists assort that consequently the 
law is not applicable there. Premier Dupuy 
intenda to apply the law to the Colonies by 
decree. This is regarded as a rather bold 
step."

To Provide for the Regulation of Ross Bay 
Cemetery and certain Linds adjacent 
thereto proposed to be uaed for Cemo 
tery purposes. 

Whereas by vlrtuo of an net cntitlod "Tho 
Cemetery Ordinance Amondmont Act, 1879,' 
'he lands known bs tho Boas Bay Cemotory 
and certain other lands acquired for comotory 
purposes by tho Trustees under and by virtu 
of tho Trust Deed and Letters Patont mon 
tloned in the said Act, aro hold and vestod In 
the Corporation of tho City of Victoria and 
their aueccsaorj in trust for tho proper main 
tenanco of the said Cemetery and for Cemetery 
purposes generally, subject to the provisions 
and conditions thorein mentioned: 

And WHEREAS tho Municipal Council o 
tho Corporation of tho City of Victoria haa 
purchased certain lands adjoining and lying to 
tho west of Rosa Bay Cemetery, beingSoctiona 
80 and 81a, Fairfield Farm Estate, Victoria 
City, for comotory purposes, undor tho powors 
conferred by tho Municipal Act, 18112, and 
amendments thereto ; 

And WHEREAS tho Council of the said Cor- 
poration has acquired certain other land ad 
joining and lying to tho enetof Bobs Bay Com 
etory nforeBnid, being Lot 9, Division I, of Sec 
tion xix, Victoria District, now Victorin City, 
containing 2.82 acres more or less, for comotory 
purposes, as an addition to that portion of Boss 
Bay Cemetery now hold by the Church of Eng- 
land butsubjeot to the provisions of tho Cem 
etery Ordinance Amendment Act, 1879.

said Blocks A. B. C, D. and H. respectively, or 
tho agent or agentaof such owi.oror owners, 
respoctlvoly shall, directly tho Bamo shall come 
to his or thoirknowlodge, roport tho particulars 
of tho disposal or transfer to tho Secretary, and 
the Secretary shall, thereupon, enter tho same 
in tho propor records. 

BOUNDARIES OF LOTS* 

9. Tho holdor of each lot Bhall, under tho 
dir.ctlon of the Caretaker, erect at his or her 
expense suitable landmnrkB of stono at tho ccr. 
ners thereof, such corner poats not to stand 
above ground moro than three inches. 

10 Fences and railings, walla (oxcept in tho 
c .so of a vault or a brick grave) and hedges in 
and around lota aro prohibited, but cut stono or 
granite coping will bo allowed, and, when uaed 
tho samo Bhall havo a stono foundation at least 
eighteen inches below tho surfacu of tho ground 

IMPROVEMENT AND CARE OK LOTS. 

11 . Tho holdor of any lot or lots shall keep tho 
same properly grade 1 and turfed, and have tho 
grass regularly mown nnd kopt green and freo 
from weeds, and keep in proper ropuir oilstones 
or monumoius orectod on the same; such work 
nnd repairs to he dono to tho s Uisfaetion of the 
Caretaker or Cemetery Committeo. And in 
order to facilitate tho keoping of lota in order, 
arrangements may bo made to havo tho necea 
eary work dono at tho following rates (in so lar 
as applicable to tho work required to be dono) 
undor the direction [of tho Carotakor, Dy men 
employed by tho Corporation : that 1b to say 

For cutting grass on lot 1 ft x 8 ft. por — 

season $2 50 

For regularly watering same 2.3) 

For soddinga grave, including loam or fix- 
ing for llowora 2,50 

For top dressing a lot, 4 f t. x 8 ft., each 
year 2.59 

For any of tho above services to two or more 
plota hold by tho same person n reduction of 25 
per cent, will bo made in the total amount.

12. Gardonorsor others employed by tho holder 
of any lot or lots to work on lots must carry on 
their work undor tho supervision of tho Cnro 
takor, and must remove all rubbish which they 
may make to such place as may bo designated by 
the said Caretaker when required by him so to 
do, and any Buch gardoner or othor workman 
falling to conform to this regulation will render 
himself liable to the penalties provided by (Ills 
by-law and will not afterwards bo permitted to 
work in the Cemotory, 

13. Tho Carotakor will in all cases designate 
the placo whore Implements or materials to bo 
used In excavating for or erecting or construct. 
Ing monuments or vaults, nro to bo placod 
during tho conrso of such excavation, erection 
or construction. 

11. Masons and stone cutters, or others, when 
moving any heavy material over any path, aro 
required to lay planks on samo to protoot the 
said path from injury. 

15. No hood or foot stonos will bo permitted 



exceeding two foot In height abovo ground un- 
less placodin a cut atone base with stono 
foundation four foot deop. 

No stono Bhall bo orocted loss than throo 
inches in thicknoss. 

Stones o( three lnchoa in thickness shall not 
oxcocd two feet b!x Inches in hoight Including 
base, 

Stonea of four lnchoa in thickness Bhall not 
oxcocd two feot nlno Inches In hoight including 
tho biao, 

Stonos of five lncheB In thickness Bhall not 
oxcocd throo foot in height including tho base 

StoncBOf six lnchoa In thickness shall not ox- 
d three foot b!x inches in hoight Including 
tho baso. 

All stonos with rough butts Bhd.ll bo sot at 
loast two feot below the surfaco, on a founda- 
tion four feot In depth, and such Btonea shall 
notbolosa than four lncheB in thicknoss nor 
more than two feet In hoight above ground. 

MONUMENTS AND VAULTS. 

10. All monuments, and all parts of vaults 
that shall bo permitted abovo ground, shall bo 
made of cut atone, granite or marblo. Tho 
foundationa of monuments must bo carofully 
laid in stono to a dopth of not Iosb than six feot 
from tho surface of tho ground. 

17. No vault shall bo erootod wholly, or 
In part, abovo ground without permis- 
sion of tho Comotory Committee, and such 
must, bo furnished with shelves having divisi- 
ons allowing interments to bo made separately 
and permanently soalod so as to prevent tho 
oacapo of unpleasant effluvia. 

18. Tho walls of vaults shall bo confined 
within tho limits of tho promises, and thoy 
shall, including tho archos, bo built of atone at 
least 18 inches thick, and on tho inside with 
hard bricks four inches thick, leaving a spaco 
of two inches botwoon tho fltono wall and 
brickwork to prevent dampness; or of brick- 
work of two thicknotses, having a twelve 
Inch wall on tho outsulo and an eight inch wall 
on tho inside, leaving a two Inch interval, these 
walls and arches to bo of hard brick, carefully 
cemented: If tho vault is abovo ground or 
partly above ground thore shall bo double Iron 
doors, with nt least a Bpace of 18 Inches be- 
tween the outer and Innor doors, entrance to 
bo Indicated by a ault.ablo fltono sunk in tho 
ground. 

19. All stops to lota or vaults shall bo of solid 
cut biooo with sido plocos and placed on a good 
stono foundation. 

20. Brick gravos must havo eight inch walla 
of tho beat hard brick laid In Portland corneal, 
and clean sharp sand properly mixed in tho 
proportions of three to ono, 

21. Tho holder ot any lot or lots who may wish 
to erect moniimonts, construct vaults, or havo 
tho boundaries of his or her lot moro fully do- 
lined, must llrsc apply to tho Carotakor on tho 
premises who must bo proiont to oversee such 
erection and conatruction. 

!. No poraon shall undortako or executo any 
work of a permanent character in connection 
with tho beautifying, Improving or of caring 
for any grave lot or lotB, or nny gravo or graves 
in tho Comotory without first having obtained 
authority in writing for so doing from tho 
Cemetery Committeo, and any such work shall 
bo carried on under tho supervision of tho 
Caretaker, ai d to tho satisfaction of tho said 
Comniittoo. 

23, No person may obtain a permit to carry 
on the work of a gardener in respect to any lot 
or lota, gravo or graves In tho Comotory, unlo-s 
ho can produco a cortiflcato from his formor 
employer that ho la a competent practical gar- 
donor, also certificate from roliablo persons as 
to hlB character for honesty, sobrioty and gon 
oral good behavior, 

21. Tho holder of any lot or lots may employ 
gaidoners othor than tho abovo by giving an 
ordor in writing for tho work to bo dono men- 
tioning his or hor address, tho name of tho por- 
eon employed and tho number of the lot or lota 
to bo Improvod, which ordor, if endorsed by tho 
Chairman of tho Cemetery Committee, will en- 
title the boaror to procood with tho work. 

25. Tho grade of lots will, in all cases, bo de- 
termined by tho Carotakor. 



20. Lots, when rcaodded, must not bo higher 
Lhan the lovol of tho adjoining ground. 

27. No soil may bo removed from any lot or 
from any spaco adjoining or between lots with, 
out tho permission of tho Caretaker. 

28 Gravo mounds must not oxcocd 12 inches 
in hoight abovo tho lovol of tho lot. 

29. Gardeners and othora who spread stablo 
manure or top dressing on lota must soo that it 
is well rotted and freo from unsightly ma- 
terials, 

SO. Bed cedar or locust crosses not less than 
four inches in diameter nor moro than four foot 
in height, to bo inserted 18 inches in tho ground 
may bo orocted for training ivy. 

31. Willows of all kinds, linden, poplar and 
al'anthus troea, and altheas, junipers, yows, 
lilnca, laburnums and snowballs, aro pro- 
hibited 

32. Hodges and box edging, or replanting 
same, will not bo permitted. 

33 Any trco or shrub that la set without per- 
mission, will bo subject to immediito iOinoval 
without notice, 

INTERMENTS, 

31. All applications with respect to Inter- 
ments aro to bo made to the Secretary each 
day betweon tho hours ot 10 a.m. nnd 1 p.m. on 
all days of the week oxcept Saturdays, whon 
applications must bo made between tho hours 
of 10 a.m and 1 p.m. and oxcopt on Sundays 
nnd public holidays when the olllco will bo 
closed. 

All applications made botwoon the houra of 1 
p.m. on Saturdays and 10 a.m. on Mondays or 
on pnblic holidays aro to bo made to tho 
Superintendent Of I'olico, and all applications 
required to be made with respect to tho Intor- 
rnont of any poraon or persons dying of nny In- 
fectious disease are to bo made to tno Medical 
Health Oill .or of the said Corporation. 

All pormlts for tho interment of any poraon 
or persons sh-tll be in tho form "B" attached 
to this By-law. 

35 All ratos or fees authorized to be chai god 
by this By law are to bj paid In advance to the 
Secretary. 

30 Persons making applications for an inter- 
ment must givo to tho Secretary, Superintend- 
ent of I'olico or Medical Boalth Olllcor, aa tho 
oasemaybo, a statement of tho name, age, 
dato of death of tho deceased and such other 
Information as may ho reasonably required, 
and in the evont of theapplloantdcslring to on- 
I or In any ono of t.ho portions known ns iilocka 
A. B.C. D, and H„ a certificate in writing 
from thu person authorized to act for or on bo- 
half of tho ownor or ownorsof tho said blockB, 
giving tho block tho number and designation of 
tho lot. in which such Interment la U tako 
placo, must first ho obtained nnd handed to tho 
Secrotary, the Superintendent of I'olico or 
Mcdlc.il Hoallh Olllcor. aathooaao may bo, bo- 
foie ho Issues his permit for such burial. 

37, Pormlts for burials must bo obtained at 
least 20 houra before any Intorment can lake 



place, except In tho case of n person dying of an 
infectious disease. 

• 38. In cases of poverty, tho Cometory Com- 
mlttoo will consider and deoldo on applications 
for tho romlaaion of fooa in whole or in part; 
suoh decision shall bo glvon in writing to tho 
Socrotary, signed by tho Chairman of tho Com- 
mitteo or in caso of his absenco from tho City 
or Illness, by any mombor of tho committeo. 

39. Kvory ordor for intormont of a body In 
any lot not contained in Blooks A. B. C. D. and 
II. must bo signed by tho lot holder or his 
agent, 

10. No gravo shall bo dug or vault or brick 
gravo oponod for interment or othorwiso by 
any poraon othor than tho Carotakor or hiB 
assistant duly authorized by him. 

11. Whon ono or moro intormont la mado in 
tho samo gravo tho last Interment shall have 
atlooatfour foot of oorth botweon tho coflln 
or gravo box, and tho surfaco of lot.

13, Bodiea of porson3 dying of any infectious 
disease, muat bo Interred within twenty-four 
houra aftor death occurs. 

41. Tho Medical Health Olllcer for the tlmo 
being of tho said Corporation Bhall furnish tho 
Caretaker with definite Inatructlona respecting 
Intormonta in thoso casoa, nnd tho Carotakor or 
duly authorized assistant aotlng In his bohalf 
shall follow Btich Instructions carofully and 
mlnutoly In making such Interments. 

45. No pormlt for tho Interment of tho body 
of any Chinese Bhall bo issued unless a cortifl- 
cato, Bigned by tho Modical Health Olllcor, or 
by tho duly reglatored modical practlllonor, if 
any, ettonding such Chlncso, at and prior to 
tho tlmo of docoa8o,Btating that ho orBhohoa 
not dlod of any infectiouadisoaaoand that such 
medical practltionor haa duly attended him or 
hor professionally for a period of at least throo 
days previously to death, is first presontod to 
tho Sooretary In tho form " C " attached to thla 
by-law. No oxhumatlon or romoval from tho 
Cemotory of tho body of nny poraon who diod 
of any infcotlousdlseasowlll be allowed except 
with the written permission of tho Modical 
Health Olllcer in addition to tho permission ro- 
quired by the "Gravoyard Act, Amondmont 
Act, 1891," and no exhumation shall bo per- 
mitted by tho Caretaker without an authority 
from tho Secretary in tho form " D " horoto at- 
tached. 

IS, Tho following will bo considered ns in- 
fectious dlsoasos : Small Pox, Asiatic Cholera, 
Diphtheria, Typhus Fever, Scarlet Fever, Scar- 
latina and such othor as may horoaftor bo 
designated by tho Board of Health, orthoMcd- 
leal Health Officer.

47. No horses will bo allowed to paBS through 
the grounds at a rate faster than a walk. 

48. Nelthor bicycles nor tricycles will bo al 
lowed on tho grounds. 

49. Drivers of carriages ot funerals aro re- 
quired to romain In their sents, or by their 
horses, during tho perfonnnnco of funoral 
coromonloa. 

50. No vehiclo or horao shall, upon any pre- 
tonco whatsoever, bo driven upon, or over, o 
burial plot. 

51. Proprietors of carriages nnd horses wdll 
bo hold responsible for any damage dono by 
them or their drivers, in violation of the rules 
of tho Comotory. 

52. No horso shall bo loft by tho driver un 
fastoned, or where ho may do Injury. 

Si. No picnic party will be admitted to tho 
grounds. 

51. No amoking will bo allowed within tho 
grounds. 



55. Doga will not bo admitted. 

50. All perBOnB are prohibited from picking 
any flowor, wild or cultivated, or breaking any 
ahrub or trees. 

57. All persons are prohibited broaklng, re- 
moving or displacing rocks In any rockwoik. 

58. All porsona nro prohibited from writing 
upon, defacing or Injuring any monument, 
fenco or other atructuro, or any troo In or be- 
longing to tho cometory. 

59. Any persona disturbing tho quiet and 
good order of tho placo by nolso or othor im- 
propor conduct, or who shall violate any of tho 
foregoing rulos, will bo compelled InBtantly to 
loavo tho grounds, 

GO The gates nro open for entranco at 7 a m,, 
and closed, oxcopt for egress, in the wlntor at 
7 p.m., and In the summer 8 p.m. 

61. No monoy shall bo paid (o any person in 
tho omploy of tho Ccrporation In tho Como- 
tory, In reward for any personal aorvlcea or at 
tontlon. 

DUTIES OK CARETAKER, 

02. Ho shall roaldo In the dwelling known na 
" Tho Lodge," at tho comotory. 

63. Ho shall at all times, and In all rcspocts, 
bo subject to tho direction of the Cemetery 
Committee. 

B4, Ho shall havo tho gonoral caro and cus- 
tody of tho Comotery, tho control and direc- 
tion of all the workmen employed t heroin, and 
it shall be his duty, to enforce all nilea and regu- 
lations relating theroto. 

G5. He shall keep such books of record, p-ans, 
etc., mnko Btioh reports, and perform audi 
othor duties appropriate to hia oilloo, na tho 
Cemotory Commlttoo may from tlmo to tlmo 
roquiro, all of which books of record, roporta, 
plans, otc, alinll bo thoproporty of tho corpora 
tion. 

66. Ho Bhall ongago, employ, and dlsohargo 
Workmen at tho Cemetery, under tho direction 
of the Comotory Committee. Hushall soo that all 
such persons perform faithfully tho sorvlces 



duo from them to tho Corporation, and that tho 
orders of the Comotory Commlttoe are strlotly 
complied with. 

07. Ho Bhall also soo that all porsonB, whether 
employed in tho Cometory or vlBiting It, violat- 
ing any of tho provlalona of thla by-law aro 
promptly dealt with by removal from the 
Cemotory, and by prosecution if so directed or 
authorized by tho Comotory Commlttoo. 

OS. no shall kcop in Bultablo books, provided 
for tho purpose, all ordora for work to bo dono, 
or matoriala to bo furnlBhod for lot holdora, ro- 
forrcd to in Soctlon 11 of thla By-Law, whioh 
orders shall bo explicit In their tormB, and 
Bigned by tho persons giving them, the parti- 
culars of whatovor la afterwards dono or fur- 
nished In purauanco theroof Bhall bo fully Btat- 
od, and make a part of tho entry. 

CD. Ho shall make monthly reports of nil In- 
terments, with full particulars thoreof ; and re- 
turn all orders and papers, of whatovor naturo 
connected thorowith, or with oxhumatlona or 
removals, to the Secrotary, for pormanont dis- 
position In his offlco. 

70. Ho ahall attocd or mako ample provision 
for prompt and sufficient attendance upon nil 
funoral procoaaiona arriving at the Cemotory. 

71. He shall dig and proparo, or cause to b; 
dug nnd prepared, tho grave or graves re- 
quired whenever ordered by tho Secretary, or 
any person acting for him. 

(A.) All graves in now grounds ahall bo dug 
to a dopth of six feet for the intormont of tho 
bodies of adults, and five feot for tho inter- 
ment of tho bodlos of children. 

72. Tho Carotakor is prohibited from taking 
ordora for tho burial of tho body of any person 
or porsons excopt from tho Secretary, or from 
the Suporintondont of I'olico, or tho Medical 
Health Olllcer, as provided for In Section 31 of 
this By-law, and In tho caso of any order laauod 
by tho Superintendent of Polico, or tho 
Medical Health Ofllcer, tho Carotakor shall ro- 
port tho same to tho Secretary aa soon ns pos 
siblc. 

73. Ho shall keep tho Comotory In good 
order, tho grass of unsold and unusod lots cut 
down, and tho gravel roads in good condition. 

74 Ho Bhall not allow heavy loads to ontor 
tho cemetery when the roadB aro in an unfit 
condition. 

75. Tho Caretaker shall, on or boforo tho first 
Monday in May each year, roport to tho Cemo- 
tory Committeo a list of all tho lots which may 
bo so much out of repair aa to detract from tho 
goneral good appoaranco of tho Cometory, 
upon which tho holdcra of said lots, or other 
persona interested therein, ahall bo notified by 
tho Secrotary of tholr condition, and bo ur 
gontly requested to put them in repair, 

70. In caso tho holdor of any lot or lots ahall, 
after notice by tho Secretary requoBtlng him to 
do so, rofuso or neglect to keep his lot and any 
stono or monument erected thereon In propor 
condition, or in good repair, to tho satisfaction 
of the Carotakor or Cemotory Committeo, said 
Committeo mny caUBO Buch lot to boputin:o 
proper condition, and auch stono ormonument 
to bo repaired aB may bo satisfactory to tho 
Carotakor, and may do bo whon and aa 
ofton as tho aaid grounda ahall roquiro to bo 
put in propor condition, or said stono or 
monument, to bo repaired, and the holdor ehall 
bo liable to pay tho cOBt of such work forth- 
with ; and, in caso of nonpayment of tho same, 
tho Secretary may from tlmo to time charge up 
against such lot all such Bums which shall have 
boon so expended, and may, undor tho provi- 
sions of this by law, prevent any intormenta in 
such lot until such charge shall havo boon 
paid. 

77. Tho notice referrod to In tho last preced- 
ing Bectlon may bo glvon personally to tho 
holdor of such lot or lota, or at the option of 
the Secrotary may bo mailed to tho last known 
poatofilco addross of such lot holder or his 
legal representative, and proof of such notico 
having been mailed as aforesaid shall bo taker, 
to bo aufllciont proof of such notico having 
been given. 

DUTIES OK SKCRKTARY. 

78. The Secretary is hereby authorized on bo- 
half of tho said Corporation to grant in the 
form " A " attaohod to thia by-law, tho liconao 
mon tloned in 8ection 4 heroin, in reapect to any 
lot or lota In tho Comotory (oxcopting thoso 
contained in Blocks A, B, C, D and U) accord" 
log to tho scalo of chargca and subject to tho 
provIsionB of thla by-law» 

79. no shall issue all permits for Interment 
and orders for oxhumntlon to tho Caretaker, 
as required by Sections 31 and 45 horoof, 

80. Upon tho laaunnco ot any HcenBo, or tho 
granting of any transfer, in respect to any lot 
or lotB, or upon receiving any notico reforrod 
to in Section 8 herein, of the disposal or trans- 
fer of any lot or lots, or upon tho issuance of 
any permit for any interment or ordor for any 
exhumation, tho Secretary ahall Immediately 
notify tho Carcaker by telephone or otherwiso 
of the same, giving numbo'r and location of tho 
lot or lota, as the caso may bo, aflected, and 
any other Information that may bo requisite. 

81. Ho shall, undor direction from tho Como- 
tery (Committee, issuo ordors to perform any 
work of improvomont, or caring for any lot or 
lota, mentioned in Section 11 of thla by-law, 
upon receipt of theamountof charges therefor. 

82. Ho ahall keep such records as may bo re- 
quired for properly entering tho particulars ro - 
speotlng tho license or disposal or tranafor of 
any lot or lots, the interment of anybody, or 
roapecting tho work of improvement of any lot 
provided for by thla by-law and executed by 
the Corporation. 

83. Ho shall pay over all monoya received by 
him aa rates or feos, at loast once a n_onth to 
tho City Treasurer, 

81. Ho shall preparo an annual roport of all 
intermonts in tho Comotery In each year. 

SPECIAL WOItK OK REPAIRS, IMPROVEMENTS 
OI£ DRAINAGE, 

85. Whenever tho Corporation of tho City of 
Victoria ahall deem It advisablo to undertake or 
exocuto nny special work of repairs, Improvo- 
mont or drainage of Uio Cemotory or any por- 
tion thereof, tho Municipal Council of thu said 
Corporation may undor tho provisions of tho 
Cemetery Ordinanco Amondmont Act, 1879, 
Soctlon 11, assess, levy nnd collect tho amounts, 
any religious body or denomination holding, or 
having jurisdiction over any;|block of land in 
the Cemotory described in tho plans In tho 
ofilco of tho Secretary, shall pay as Its fair 
share of tho cost of such work, In the following 
manner, that is to sny : 

(a ) Tho amount of tho cost of auch work 
shall bo assessed againBttho lnnd comprised in 

tho area immediately bonoiltcd thereby, 

|B.) Tho proportion of said amount auch re- 
lluIouB body or denomination If holding, or 
having jurisdiction ovor nny block or blocks of 
land In the said area, ahall bo required to pay. 
In any caso, shall hi a sum of monoy having 
tho aauio ratio (o thoontlro cost of tho work as 
tho area of the said block or blocks boars to tho 
area Immediately benefited by tho work, 

|C.) The said sum ahall ho duo and payable by 
such roliaiouB body or denomination to tho Cor- 
poral ion aa Boon na tho Council shall pats a 
resolution authorizing such Bpoolal work to ho 
done, and a notice of the Bamo, has boon aorvod 



upon Buch body or denomination, its legal rep- 
resentative or duly authorized agont realdlnK 
In tho City of Victoria, atating tho estimated 
coat of tho work and tho amount of assessment 
suoh body or denomination is required to pay. 

(D ) In caso of [non-paymont of tho enid sum 
wilhln thirty days after tho eorvico of audi no- 
tico, tho Council may completo tho sa'd work 
and may recovor the said sum together with 
costs in any Court of oompotont jurisdiction. 

GENERAL HULKS AND REGULATIONS. 

80. It Bhall bo unlawful for anypo-son to kin ■ 
dlo afire, or doposit any paper, stick or thing 
upon or about any road or lot in tho Comotory, 
under ponalty provided by this By-Law. Pro- 
vided, however, that thla rulo Bhall not apply 
to any work of Improvomont allowed, or to the 
funoral rites of Chineso for which permission 
haa first boon obtained from tho Secretary, 
who shall Issuo a pormlt In auch caao, and 
charge therefor, a f oo of ono dollar In each case. 

87. No poraon ehnll wrongfully remove or dis- 
turb, or attempt to romovoordiaturb anybody, 
or tho remnlna of nny body, or any part of any. 
body from any gravo or tomb, 

88. Anyperaon who wilfully doatroys, muti- 
lates, defaces, injures or removes any tomb, 
monument, gravo Btono, or othor structure 
placod In thoComotory, orany work forthopro- 
toction or ornament of tho Comotory, or of any 
tomb, monument, grave stone or othor structure 
aforesaid or lot within tho Cemotory, or wil- 
fully doBtroyB, outs, breaks or injures any troo.

TWO GOWNS SEEN IN A NEW YORK 
SHOW WINDOW. 



No Eml of Now ideas in Hats and Bonnets. 
Shapes May Conform to the Vna- of tlio 
Wearer— A Call™ Ball at Lenox — The 
Four Hundred Hard Pushed.

A novel idea lia.s boon developed this 
Week and two gowns placed iu a show 
window, from whence they were remov- 
ed in a few short hours to deck the 
forms of two of the best dressers in this 
city. One was a skirt made of golden 
brown taffeta out in circular shape. 
Over the gold brown silk were laid rows 
of black nereides braid an inch wide. 
This was tacked on, and then narrow 
soutache braid in silver was sewed in 
over and under pattern, tho loops being 
fastened to tho braid, tho whole form- 
ing an openwork pattern between tho 
braids through which tho gold colored 
silk showed richly. The front of the 
skirt laid plain across, while tho back 
fell in godet plaits. Around tho waist 
was a pointed polka, and this was trim- 
med with two rows of hercnles and one 
row of over and under pattern. There 
was a belt with long ends made in the 
same manner, and tho collet had a sim- 
ilar trimming. The waist to this skirt 
was of gold colored moire, with a choker 
collar and bands around tho elbow of 
the same work. Tho amount of hand la- 
bor put. upon this gown made it sump- 
tuous and also very expensive, but its 
novelty rendered it desirable. There 
will be others liko it, but this has tho 
merit of being tho first. 

Tho other gown was mado of inoh 
•wide picot ribbon in dark blue, sewed 
together in Mexican lace stitch with 
saddler's silk of the same color, the 
stitches catching into tho picot loops. 
The skirt beneath this was of palo pink, 
which showed up beautifully through 
the blue silk mesh. Tho skirt was plain, 
but quite full in tho back portion, where 
it dipped a little, just enough to reach 
the ground. There was a basque cut ex- 
actly round and opening in front a little 
at the bottom to show a pink vest. The 
basque closed on tho left diagonally 
under two loops and three bows of bine 
ribbon. The gigot sleeves were of blue 
faille of the exact Bhade of the ribbon 
and immense iu size. All this openwork 
was done by hand and must have been 
a labor of great patience, but the effect 
was unique when done. I doubt if 
many gowns will bo made exactly like 
it, lint some of tho many kinds of inser- 
tions may bo sewed between tho rib- 
bons. It averages 'JO bands of ribbon 
and as many vows of needlework to 
make tho length of a skirt, and the 
Width is five yurrls around tho bottom, 
graduating to about two at tho top, so 
that it is easy to calculate about how 
many yards of ribbon it needs, and this 
would cost not less than 8 cents a yard. 
Tho braid is a littlo cheaper, but not 
very much. Besides all that there are 
the silk, lining, bones, etc., that mako 
the price run np to an alarming extent, 
aside from tho handwork, but what is 
all that compared to tho fact that you 
have a dress that fow will be ablo to 
duplicate, at least until you have worn 
off the first freshness of your gown? 

In tho same house was a vory pretty 
dress just completed for a bright young 
society lady, for a "Newport astonish- 
er, " as one person styled it. The whole 
suit was of drab and purple basket check 
iu the new Irish hand woven linen. The

skirt w;o gored, and around tho bottom 
there was a bias sprung flounce 10 inches 
deep, stitched with black silk. Tho 
basque was out bias and pulled into 
shape without darts, leaving a polka 
which was faced with plain drab linen. 
The sleeves were extra largo and finish- 
ed off like the flounce, and there was a 
double capo of the same faced with plain 
linen and closing on tho left side with 
three fancy pearl buttons. White linen 
cuffs and collar gave a very neat effect 
to this suit. There wort? a black ribbon 
belt and a steel bueklo at tho waist. 

This new linen is sold by but one 
house here and is woven to their order 
in Ireland. The weave is much like 
hopsaeking; bur, while flexible, it is 
very firm, and it is glossy and really a 
very beautiful fabric. Tho colors are 
nearly all neutral and woven in some 
sort of plaid, all small, howover. 

There seems no end to the develop- 
ment of new ideas in hats and bonnets. 
Some of the prettiest of these have littlo 
or nothing to them, yet they aro pretty 
and nearly always becoming. A rough 
and ready black straw was in tho shape 
of a turban with a decided point in the 
front of the brim. On tho top were set 
black velvet bows, and along the front 
were rosettes of pink cropo do chine — 
six of them. It inado a Yory becoming 
bit of feminine apparel. There was a 
hat of rough straw in dark blue and 
White, with an edgo made to resemble 
white straw beads held with blue straws. 
Th.' brim was faced with blue cropo 



ltalionno. On tho outsido there wero 
throo bluo iris lilies, with green foliago 
caught down liko so many ribbons. Tho 
flowers stood upright. This hat was to 
bo worn with tho blue ribbon gown. 

It depends upon tho wearer what 
shape the hat will take. It may be bent 
and twisted to any angle or any number 
of folds and involutions. One graceful 
stylo was mado with the rushlike straw 
shape bent down on each sido just 
enough to form a curve. On tho top of 
tho dark green crown was a bunch of 
field daisies and loops of sage green rib- 
bon. There was a wire around the brim 
covered with twisted sage green ribbon. 
Such a hat was moro than pretty for a 
golden blond. Acute little bonnet had 
a coronet of quilled pink satin ribbon 
around a crown of white poroupino chip. 
A largo American Beauty roso was its 
sole trimming, except; — if it may bo call- 
ed a trimming — largo strings of white 
tullo to tie under the chin. Tho wido 
brim sailor, white, bluo, red, green, 
purplo or black, is a prime favorite. 
Some of them aro trimmed quite heavi-

ly, but tlioso in tho best taste have lit- 
tlo ornamentation. A flat bow is tho 
most appropriate — white on whito is 
by far tho neatest and best tasto for 
young women at least. 

No middle aged woman ought to 
dream of wearing a sailor; but, as many 
do and will, let them at loast chooso tho 
dark colors. The clam shell shape in 
rough straw make a nice everyday hat 
for women of almost any age. I re- 
marked ono today that is picturesque 
and from its broken lines is suited to 
any face. The hat itself was black. 
Under tho brim was a wrinklo of mauve 
silk and another just above the brim. 
There were five black plumes — two laid 
along tho sides and two stood up in 
front, while the fifth drooped iu tho 
back. 

Several of the young leaders of fash- 
ion have adopted the mode of comb- 
ing tho hair up from . tho temples, and 
they laughingly dare all other women 
to do the same. Not all faces will bear 
this severe treatment, but when one 
thinks how very difficult it is to keep 
tho hair in crimp and curl ono feels 
liko following tho load. 

"Wo have been told over and over that 
the sleeves wero to be mado smaller, but 
moro than half of tho newest gowns 
have larger sleeves than have ever been 
seen in this generation. If tho material 
of which thoy are mado is silk, it takes 
from six to eight yards; if of wido 
woolen goods, about three. But the 
sleeves are picturesque if costly, and wo 
onght to bo satisfied to get something 
tangible for our money for once. Even 
tho sleeves to ball dresses aro larger 
than tho waist of tho wearer. 

Speaking of ball gowns reminds me 
that, I hear from good authority that 
all those dainty sprigged and flowered 
lawns that were whisked off the coun- 
ters of the importers' so suddenly last 
winter are to bo worn at tho balls and 
hops and cotillons at the swell watering 
places. Some young ladies, I am told, 
have 110 less than 10 of these dainty and 
delicate frocks, each ono having its own 
set of ribbons and laces to match the 
colors and flowers to correspond with 
those in the figure. 

I was told, too, that there is to be a 
calico ball at Lenox, whero every lady 
who does not wear a calico gown will 
bo fined and any trimming costing over 
10 cents will also bo tho occasion of a 
fine. Tho money accruing from fines 
will go into a fund for a worthy chari- 
ty. No jewels will be permitted with- 
out a lino.

Another has a piece of 
calico representing whole families of 
eats, and this is to bo mado up into her 
costume. Verily the Four Hundred seem 
to bo vory hard pushed for something 
to amuse themselves with. Calico balls 
aro nor novelties, but dresses with 
flounces of cats are. There will natural- 
ly be plenty of pretty littlo costumes 
made of calico, and if girls only knew 
it they can be irresistible in dainty print 
dresses.

Tho order recites the prayer 
of the memorialists and recommends that a 
copy of the petition and tho order bo aont 
to the Lieutenant-Governors of Manitoba 
and the Territories with tho request that 
the same bo laid beforo their udviaors. The 
Order la Counoil continues : 

" The committee beg to obsorvo to your 
Excellency that the statements which aro 
contained in thia memorial are matters of 
deep concern and solicitudo in the intereBtB 
of tho Dominion at large, and that it is a 
mattor of the utmoat importance to the peo- 
ple of Canada that the laws which prevail 
in any portion of tho Dominion should not 
be Buoh as to occasion oomplainta of opproa- 
Bion or ii justice to any oIbbb or portion of 
tho people hut Bhould bo rooognized aa 
establishing perfect freodom and equality, 
especially in all matters rotating to religion 
audreligiouBbeliefandpraotioo.andyourcom- 
mitteo thereforo advise that your Excellon- 
jy may j >in With them in expressing the moat 
3 .meat hope that tho legislatures of Mani- 
toba and ot tho Northwest, Territories respee- 
ily take into consideration at tho earliest 
possible moment the complaints which are 
act, forth in the petition and which are Baid 
to oreato dissatisfaction among the Roman 
Catholiea not only in Manitoba and tho 
North o est TorritorioB, but likewiao through- 
out Canada and m y tako apeody measures 
to givo rodreaa in all matters in religion to 
which any well founded con plaint or griov- 
anco can bo ascertained."
